Many were 
knocked down with clubs, tramped upon, and 
some were too weak to walk when they were 
started for the town hall. The mill men used 
the stocks of their rifles and struck the detect- 
ives over the head and shoulders, inflicting 
serious and in some cases perhaps fatal in- 
juries, 

As the procession reached the Amalgamated 
Association building, .the detectives had to 
remove their hats and salute the flag. When 
they removed their hata, men and women hit 
them with umbrellas and sticks and abused 
them in every way imaginable. There seemed 
to be a determination to kill the prisoners, 
and it was with the greatest difficulty that the 
demon-like crowd could be restrained. The 
men were finally locked in the Opera-House, 
where théy were to be kept for the night. 
Thousands, however, gathered around the 
building and the wounded men were kept in a 
constant state of terror, and it was long be- 
fore their wounds could be dressed. 
After the prisoners had been released from 
the barges the rioters had their revenge. They 
carried oil into the holds, poured it over the 
bedding and furniture, and then set it on fire, 
first securing the boats so they could not float 
down the river and cause damage at points 
below. When the flames bruke through the 
decks, the cheers which rent the air were deaf- 
ening and the noise could be heard miles 
away. The hills on either side of the river 
were literally crowded with people, who could 
witness from this high point all that was 
transpiring on the battlefield and be out of 
range of the deadly bullets. 
The first lot of Pinkerton men to emerge 
from the yard were preceded by thirty strik- 
ers, one carrying a flag and the others rifles. 
Several boarded the 6:30 train for Pittsburg 
and escaped undetected. The baggage- car on 
this train contained several wounded men. 
who lay on the cots. 


Many Came from Chicago. 


One hundred and twenty-four of the Pinker- 
ton guards caine from Chicago, the rest from 
New Lork, Brooklyn, and Philadelphia. The 
situation, they say, was misrepresented to 
them. They did not know their destination 
until just before they approached Homestead 
at daybreak this morning. All had satchels 
with them. In Homestead at 6 o’clock this 
evening the possession of a satchel revealed 
one’s occupation. Some Pinkerton men had 
their satchels taken from them and the con. 
tents emptied on the streets and kicked about, 
while the onlookers cheered. 

When the detectives had given up their arms 
a committee of workmen went on board the 
barges and found the dead bodies of six of the 
Pinkerton men lying in the hold. The de- 
tectives had been killed by the guns of the 
workmen.

In thesilence which 
followed he said: 

Fellow citizens: When I came here I did 
not understand the situation or I would never 
have come,

The Hills Are Black with Crowds of Spec- 
tators— Dynamite and Oil. 

Houxsrkap, Pa., July 6.—When the sur- 
render of the Pinkerton men was made the 
hills back of Homestead and across the river 
as far as the eye could see were dotted with 
human beings. With every shot from the 
strikers. they craned their necks, hoping 
to see a ghartly result.

Three times they ran 
up the white flag of truce, but were answered 
with derisive cheers and more offensiveness.

Finally the cannon burst and then they 
resorted to dynamite. Great chunks of it 
were thrown at the boat, the most of which 
only splashed in the water. Occasionally it 
struck the roof, but exploded upward and only 
left a white wreath of smoke. One lucky shot 
hit the stern end of the barges and made a 
gaping opening which served as an objective 
point for future throws, but ‘was always 
missed, Other shots ripped great sections off 
the oaken deck. 

Previous to this they had tried to fire the 
boats by pouring barreis.of oil on the water 
and igniting it, but after wasting about half a 
tank they gave this up as futile.

Their Captain was carried to the 
pilot-house of the steamer. One of his men 
informed a reporter that although the wound 
was serious it was not fatal. Directly after 
this episode both sides rested forafew mo- 
ments, and then, after another shafp volley 
which did little or no damage to either side, 
hostilities ceased. 

in the meantime Capt. Hein and Supt. 
Kline of the Pinkerton men were disabled, 
and the fire became so fierce that the crew of 
the towboat hastily cut loose from the barge 


and steered up the river, carrying as many of 


the wounded as they could reach to Braddock, 
from which point they were sént on to the 
hospitals at Pittsburg for treatment. Seven 
of the force were thus cared for, while the 
strikers that fell wounded were carried to their

As soon fas day broke the strikers secured a. 
small brass ten-pounder cannon and planted 
it within a steel billet embrasure so ag to com- 
mand the barges which were moored at the 
bank of thegiver. At the same time a force 
of. more than a thousand men took up a posi- 


tion on the opposite side of the river 
and also planted a cannon, ' which 
they protected with a breastwork of 


railroad ties. The fire from both sides 
was kept up, the barges having been pierced 
along the sides. Snortly before 9 o’clock the 
cannon were trained on the boats and for sev- 
eral hours an awful bombardment was Ko 
up. The stout oaken timbers forming 

sides of the boat were splintered, but the 
heavy steel plates on the inside prevented the 
balls from penetrating the interior. Many of 
the strikers, however, were expert marksmen, 
and sent shot after shot into the port holes of 
the boat and inflicted injury to the imprisoned 


men. 
Tried to Burn the Boat. 


When it was found that little impression 
could be made by the cannon on the boats, an 


“effort was made to fire the barges and thus 


compel the detectives to leave the vessel or 
suffer the terrible fate of being burned alive.

- ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 


There Has Been Bad Blood at Homestead 
for Some Time. 

PrrrspurG, Pa., July 6.—The riot today was 
the culmination of the troubles which have 
been brewing at Homestead for the last 
month. 

The Carnegie company submitted a scale 
to govern their workmen in the steel plants, 
and announced that it was their ultimatum. 
The scale made a sweeping reduction in the 
wages of skilled men, and it was officially. 
announced that unless the terms were com- 
plied with before July 1 the places of the 
workmen would be filled by others. This was 
followed by a peremptory refusal on the part 
of the company to. recognize the Amal- 
gamated Association of Steel and Iron Work- 


was bad, and one ball, entering the open

The men stated that they would never sub- 
mit to the proposed reduction and announced 
their determination to resist any effort on the 
partof the Carnegie company to start up 
their plants with non-union men. As both 
sides were determined both proceeded to pre- 
pare for the contest which culminated in such 
deeds of violence and bioodshed that were 
witnessed today in the big hive of industry on 
the Monongahela. 

The contest was precipitated by the work- 
men at Homestead by hanging H. C. Prick, 
President of the company, in effigy and in re- 
taliation the company ordered an immediate 
shut down of the big works two days before 
the time provided by the contract under which 
the men were working. Theemployers at once 
proceeded to organize for the defensive, and 
the company erected a high boarꝗ fence around 
the entire works, giving them appearance 
of an immense stockade, the sides bemg 
pierced with portholes. 

Yesterday the Carnegie company announced 
their intention to proceed to get beady to 
make repairs, and the officials asked the Sher- 
iff to appoint deputies to protect their proper- 
ty. The Sheriff sent a small squad of men up 
to the works, but the strikers assembled in 
force and notified them to get out of town, as 
no disorder was intended and that no damage 
would be done to eny property. They even 
offered to be sworn in as deputies and to give 
bonds for the faithful performance of their 
duties as conservators of the peace. When 
this offer was declined the advisory 
committee. which had been directing the 
action of the workmen, and which had held 
the turbulent spirits among the workmen in 
check, was immediately dissolved, and all the 
records of the committee promptly destroyed. 

The developments today showed that the ap-

One of * Men on the Little Bill Tells of 
His Experience. 

Pitrssuna, Pa., July 6.— The steamboat 
Little Bill came down from Homestead this 
afternoon. As it steamed into the landing 
with a ne

through. Many panes of glass in 
the pilot-house and elsewhere were 


shattered and the woodwork was perforated 
in dozens of places. Most of the bullet 
holes looked as large as one from a 38-caliber 
revolver. Some went half through the boat, 

On board was John T. McCurry, who was 
shot in the groin, A reporter interviewed the 
wovnded man as he lay oa the lower deck. 
McCurry said: 

„was down at the foot of Beaver avenue, 
Alleghany, yesterday, when Capt. Rodger em- 
ployed me to go up the river on his boat, the 
Little Bill. Our boat had in tow one barge of 
Pinkerton mea and the Tide had the other. 
While going up the Tide was disabled and we 
took our barge up in front of Homestead and 
then went back for the Tide’s. We made a 
landing at the Homestead mills about 5 
o’clock in the morning. The shore was

The armed Pinkerton men commenced to 
Then the workmen 
opened fire on the detectives. The men shot 
first and not until three of the Pinkerton men 
had fallen did they respond to the fire. Now, 
I have my God to meet, andiflam to die 


now I am willing to take an oath 
that the workmen fired first, and 
that the Pinkerton men did not 


shoot until some of their number had been 
wounded. The workmen were so strong in 
numbers that it was useless for the 300 or 400 
Pinkerton men to oppose them further, so 
they retreated tothe barges, carrying their 
dead and wounded. One Pinkerton man was 
shot through the bead and instantly killed and 
five were wounded. 

„We backed out into the river, anchored 


‘the barges, and then took the dead and 


wounded men up to Port Perry, from where 
they were sent on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railway to Pittsburg. We then went down to 
Homestead again, We were going along 
peaceably and ex ao trouble. When we 
reached the mills the strikers opened fire 
on the Little Bill from both sides. It was 
then I was hit. The bullets broke the glass 
and splintered the woodwork. Capt. Alex- 
ander McMichaels was at the wheel. The bul- 
lets crashed through the glass pilot-house, and 
to save his life he had ta run below. Capt. 
Rogers was on board and he displayed great 
bravery. When the firing commenced 
we all lay down on the floor to es- 
eape the bullets,’ but I was not 
quick enough and was wounded. 
There was a cessation in the firing, and the 
pilots secured control of the boat before it 
ran into the bank, which it came near doing. 
There was no one on board at the time 


we were fired into but the crew, 
Capt. Rogers, and one Pinkerton 
man, J. H. Robinson of Chicago. 


When we approached Homestead from Port 
Perry we could see the attempts to set fire 
to the barges. The strikers had a carload of 
what appeared to be oil, and they were pour- 
ing it upon the water and ignitingit.

We greatly regret the loss of Mis, end 
are glad it is aot worse. ) 

“The men were better 1 in the 
barges than people generally imagine, and 


The 
barges were lined with sheet-iron and could 
not be penetrated by bullets.”

One of the most noticeable features of the 
trouble, so far, has been that not a dollar’s 
worth of property of the company has been 
destroyed by the strikers and no attempt has 
been made to do so. 

Chris L. Magee and W. A. Magee held sev- 
eral conferences with the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany officers late this afternoon. At 3 o’clock 
this evening another conference was begun 
between Chris L. Magee, H. C. Frick, Sheriff 
McCleary, W. J. Brennan, and others. At its 
conclusion a special train was made up and 
the party, excepting Mr. Frick, went to Home- 
stead, 

The object of their mission is unknown, but 
it is thought that they intend to bring the 
Pinkerton men to the city. A dispatch just 


received at 11 o’clock says one of the detec- 


tives died in the lockup this evening from the 
effects of the injuries received on the march 
from the boat to the jail. Another is expect- 
ed to die before morning. 

Knox & Reed are the lawyers for the Car- 
negie interests. Judge Reed was seen, but he 
declined to talk. Mr. Knox said: 

In a time of great public excitement like 
the present a lawyer has no business to ex- 
press his opinion on either side. I haven't 
the facts in the case and cannot speak intelli- 


gently. A man has a right under the 
law to protect his property with fre- 
arms if ‘necessary. I don’t know 


whether these Pinkerton. men were sworn in 
or not. If they were not, then they hadn’s 
any more authority than the average citizen. 
Nobody, however, can deny their right of self- 
defense. From what I understand the firm 
had been threatened and had been led to be- 
lieve by the action of the men that its peoperty 
was in danger. It sent other men there armed 
with rifles to protect the property. I think, 
under the circumstances, it had a right to do 
80. 

„But were threats actually made? The 
workmen deny it.“ 

Well, I wouldn't be sure about that, but I 
understand threats had beer used that alarmed 
the firm. Certainly a man has a right to pro- 
tect his own home with a rifle or hire men to 
do it for him. The Carnegies could not com- 
pel their employés to work for unsatisfactory 
wages any more than the workmen can pre- 
vent other men from toiling in the mills if 
they wish to do 60. 

“Do you think the firm jncited the trou- 
ble? 

J don’t see how. The: law is very plain 
on the subject, and I think the company has 
kept within bounds. I sometimes wonder if 
people have any property rights in Alleghany 
County.” 


PITTSBURG OFFICIALS TALK, 


They Think the Philadelphia Militia Would 
Get Hurt. 

PirrssurG, Pa., July 6.— Mayor Kennedy 
of Allegheny was unable to express any opin- 
ion on the Homestead situation or what 
should be done there. He feared the trouble 
would not end at Homestead, 

Chief Murphy of Allegheny said: I think 
it was a mistake to take the Pinkerton men to 
Homestead so soon. After the Deputy Sheriffs 
were expelled from there the company Should 
have waited until matters quieted down be- 
fore sending the Pinkertons: The men un- 


doubtedly made a mistake in firing on the 


guards. They lose public sympathy when 
they begin to take lives and injure property. 
As it is now order may have to be restored by

STATEMENT OF THE COMPANY, 


The Carnegie People Give Their Side of the 
Trouble to the Public. 


Prrrsnund, Pa., July 6.—The Carnegie Steel 
company has given out the following state- 
ment: 

Our Homestead steel works wereon July 1 taken 
possession of by a mob, which was immediately 
thereafter organized by the local representatives 
of the Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers, and all our mechanics, miil men, 
and even foremen and superintendents of depart- 
ments were forcibly denied admission thereto. 
Wewere also notified bya self-styled Advisory 
committee that no fires would be permitted at the 
works lest the men become excited to further un- 
lawful acts. This continued until yesterday, when 
we called upon the Sheriff of Allegheny County 
for protection and assistance in regaining 
possession of our property. The Sheriff went to 
Homestead, and on his return sent deputies to the 
works and posted a proclamation ordering the 
men to disperse. His deputies were routed 
and his procldmation torn down. The 
Sheriff then, through his chief deputy, attempted 
to take 300 of our watchmen who were sent to the 
works by boat last night. These men were met 
more than a mile below the works by an armed 
mob of amalgamated men, who followed along 
the river bank and fired rifles and revolvers at 
the boats. This shooting. was continuous far 
twenty-five minutes before one shot was returned 


| from the boats, which was not until the boats 


were tied up at our landing. On the arrival of 
the boats the mob tere down a large portion of 
the fence about the works and filled the bluff 
above the landing. keeping up a continuous fire 
and wounding three of our watchmen. Then, 
and not until then, was the fire returned, result- 
ing, we are advised, in some loss of life. The 
mob was so large os to prevent the landing of the 
guards, who are at this time in the boats await- 


ing any active part in the, matter at present, as 
we cannot interfere with in the dis- 
charge of his duty, and are now awaiting, his 
further action.

Been Issued—It Is Not Thought Now the 
Soldiers Will Be Ordered Ont. 

Harftissura, Pa., July 6.—[Special.]—The 
question here since the riot began at Home- 
stead is What will Gov. Pattison do?“ 

Ine Governor arrived last night from Atlan- 
tie City. His first notification of trouble came 
from Sheriff McCleary of Alleghany county, in 
which he was told that the situation was grave, 


that his deputies were driven away from the 


ground and that the watchmen sent by 
the mill owners had been attacked and 
killed and wounded. The Sheriff also said 
that the civil authorities were. unable to cope 
with the strikers, and he wanted the Governor 
to send a representative at once, 

The Governor replied that the civil authori- 
ties must exhaust every means at their com- 


mand before be would iuterfere. He also 
sent a message to Col. Connelly of his staff_at 
Pittsburg asking for information, and through 
this means got the inside news, 

The situation was grave, and after consult- 
ing with Attorney-General Hensel and Secre- 
tary Harrity the Governor again wired 
the Sheriff for information concerning 
what measures he had taken to 
enforce order and protect property, and again 
warning him that the County authorities must 
exbuust every means to preserve the peace. 
The Governor was also in receipt of many 
private messages keeping him advised of the 
situation, some counseling the calling out of 
the troops, and others telling him that a little 
effort on the part of the Sheriff would be suffi- 
cient to quell the disturbance. 

Appeals from the Sheriff. 
Sheriff McCleary again telegraphed him this 


afternoon reviewing thesituation and reiterat- 
ing his statement that the civil authorities 


were powerless to meet the situa- 
tion. This rather nettled the Gov-- 
ernor, and he replied sharply to the 
Sherif that he had dot made any at- 


tempt to excute the law or enforce order and 
he must call on the citizens for an adequate 
number of deputies. 

Ater this came more messages of a private 
character from citizens telling. the Governor 
that the citizeas had refused to serve as 
depu‘ies and 500 Sheriff’s assistants would 


de powerless. To these the Governor made 


no reply. He was dealing with the Sheriff. 
Adjutant-General Greenland arrived dur- 
ing the afternoon and had a consultation 
with the Governor. After the  consulta- | 
tion the Adjutant-General said that 
no troops would be ordered 
out unless the civil power was exhausted and 
then the Western regiments would be called 
upon. It is believed that secret orders have 
been given certain officers to hoid themselves 
in readiness for a summons at any time. Gen. 
Wylie, Col. McKibben, and Col. Connelly are 
on the ground and know what to do in case of 
emergency. 

The Governor this evening received a dis- 
patch from Col. Connelly to the effect that he 
thought matters would be adjusted without 
further fighting. This 1s also the opinion of

What the Governor Says. 
Gov. Pattison was seen this evening by Tun 
TRIBUNE correspondent and asked concerning 
his ‘ntentions in the matter of calling out the 
troops. He said: 
“The information received up to this time 
does not warrant the interference of the State. 
The local authorities have not exhausted all 
the means in their power, as they clearly 
ought todo, Sheriff McCleary up to this time 
has employed but twelve deputies. If the 
emergency is such as he claims he ought to 
have a thousand deputies. It is not the pur- 
pose of the militia of the State to act as police 
or watchers. 
“The residents of Homestead are a law. 
abiding, intelligent, and orderly people, own- 
ers of theirown homes. In such a communi- 
ty there ought to be no difficulty in adjusting 
the differences and certainly none in keeping 
the peace and protecting property. I believe 
that wise and conservative counsel will pre- 
vail and the trouble be speedily settled. 
We insist on the county authorities ex- 
hausting every effort. The law makes every 
citizen a deputy, and the Sheriff is empow- 
ered to call on them. 
It is understood that the Governor has been 
looking up the law and especially the decision 
of the Supreme Court on the riot damage case 
of 1877, which compelled Allegheny County to 
pay all the damages on the ground that it had 
not exhausted every means to put down the 
riot. The Governor does not expect any more 
in formation frorm the scene tonight. 
OGov. Pattison said at 10:30 o’clock tonight 
that his latest advices from Homestead indi- 
cated that all was auiet. A private telegram 
from Col. W. C. Connolly at Pittsburg stated 
that a peaceful solution of the difficulty is 
now probable. 


HE SCORES THE SHERIFF. 


Gov. Pattison Tells MeCleary He Is Not 
Doing His Duty. 

Pirrssure, Pa., July 6.—Shenff ‘McCleary, 
after consultation with Judge Ewing and his 
counsel, R. B. Petty, sent the following tele- 
gram to the Governor: 

R. E. Pattison, Governor, Harrisburg: Situa- 
tion at Homestead very grave. My deputies were 
driven from the ground and watchmen sent by 
mill-owners attacked. Shots were exchanged and 
some men were killed and wounded. Unless 
prompt means are taken to prevent it further 
bloodshed and great destruction of property may 
be expected. The striking workmen and their 
friends on the ground number 5,000, and the civil 
authorities are unable to cope with them. Wish 
you would send instructions at once. 

W. R. MoCLeany. 

The Sheriff said: I believe it would be 
suicide for me to take my men there. We 
could not hope to cope with 5,000 men, and I 
will do nothing until T hear from the Gov- 
ernor.

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STORIES OF THE STEAMBOAT MEN. 


Capts. Wishart and Rodgers of the Little 
BHI Tell of the Fight. 

Prrrspura, Pa., July 6.—The thrillmg ex- 
perience of Capt. Charles Wishart, the piucky 
commander of the bullet riddled tow boat 
Little Bill, has not been equaled since the 
perilous days of the blockade runners during 
the war of the rebellion. The 
pilot house of the little craft is so thoroughly 
perforated with bullet holes of all sizes, trav- 
eling in almost every angle, that it is difficult 
to figure out how he escaped. The boat is 
owned by Capt. William B. Rodgers, who 
made the contract with the Carnegie Steel 
company to carry the Pinkertons from Davis 
Island dam to the works at Homestead. Phe 
mysterious movements of the owner and com- 
mander of the boat elicted much curios- 
from stray tips obtained 
here and there, they were understood by many 
river men and the workmen. In fact the rep- 
resentatives of the Amalgamated Association 
had kept the barges under close watch ever 
since they have been fitting out for the use of 
the Pinkertons in Manchester. Their sus- 
picions were drvused early by a number of in- 
cidents, and the men in charge of the peculiar 
crafts attempted to throw them off the track 
witha yarn. They said they were to be used 
while making repairs at the Beaver dam, but 
this story would not work. 

The arrival of 400 rifles and as many maces 
boxed up in mysterious packages gave the lie 
to this statement. One of the boxes contain- 
ing maces was accidentally broken in loading» 
them on the barges and several of the weap- 
ons rolled out. One of them was captured 
and exhibited to officers of the Amalgamated 
Association, So well understood was the mis- 
sion of the Little Bill Tuesday night that Capt. ' 
Rodgers had great difficulty in obtaining a 
crew. He was finally compelled to leave the 
wharf with Capt. Wishart at hand. They had 
been given notice of the exact time of the ex- 
pected arrival of the Pinkerton men at Davis 
Island dam. They were reported there about 
2 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The Pinkertons,“ said Capt. Wishart this 
afternoon, arrived at the dam about 2 
o’clock. There were 340 of them and from 
talks with them I learned that they came here 
from Youngstown, They are from Chicago 
and Cléveland, and they have been collecting 
at Youngstown tor several days. There was 
no delay at the dam. The men got off the 
train and immediately entered the model 
barges in waiting for them. Supt, Potter of 
the Carnegie Steel company, and a number of 


his assistants were there to receive 
them. Ex-Sheriff Gray was also 
there to take charge of the 
men. In addition to this there were a num- 


ber of other Pittsburg people who went along 
simply as spectators. ~ We had a jolly crowd, 
and while we apprehended danger from bush- 
whackers along the river bank everything was 
as merry as a marriage bell. We steamed out 
a few minutes after the arrival of the train 
and crept slowly up the river, making as little 
noise as possible. We knew our movements 
were being watched after we left Lock No. 1. 
The towboat Tide towed one of the barges 
this far, but met with an accident there, and 
we were compelled to take both boats the 
-balance of the way. 
When the Firing Began. 

„When we reached Brown’s-Landing near 
the salt works the workmen sounded the 
alarm, which aroused the town. The people 
poured out of their houses as quickly as fire- 
men at the sound of the fire alarm. Wemade 
a landing at the stcel works without trouble. 
Capt. Rogers was standing on oneof the 
barges and Supt. Potter was by my 
side at the wheel. It was now about 
4:30 o’cluck and it was daylight. The Pink- 
ertons commenced pouring out upon the fore- 
castle of the barges as soon as we landed and 
many of them started up the banks towards 
the works. Only about twenty of them car- 
ried rifles, though I suppose they were all 
thoroughly armed with revolvers. There were 
rifles enough for all of them aud to spare, but 
for some reason they did not carry them. 

„The first shot, I can take my oath, was 
fired by the workmen. I saw it fired. It 
came right up past the gang-plank and was 
aimed at a Pinkerton. I could identify the 
man who fired it. Then the firing became 
general, and the bullets came uncomfortably 
thick about the pilot-house. I never was so 
mad in my life, and I seized one of ‘wo rifles 
that were leaning by my side and emptied its 
contents into the crowd. Then I took a heat 
out of the other gun. I did not carry 
away any lead in me, but I believe they 
lugged off some of mine. I was not mixed up 
in the strike in any way and had nothing to do 
with the Pinkertons or the Carnegie people 
and 1 did not want to be made a target of. 


When the firing ceased, we took aboard the 


wounded and steamed up to Port Perry with 
them. Supt. Potter accompanged us to Port 
Perry and returned to the city with the 
wounded men. 

„% When we started down, between 10 and 
11 o’clock, the entire population seemed to 
be laying for us along ‘the bank, and bullets 
rained through all parts of the boat. One 
‘shot struck the wheel and I could feel it jerk. 
The window glass was riddled and the ball 
which struck the whistle was coming right for 
me. It fellon the pilot. house floor. By the time 
we were opposite the works missiles of all 
descriptions were raining in upon us from 
both sides of the river. It got so uncom- 
fortably warm that I was compelled 
to abandon the wheel and steer 
the boat from the engine-room, where 
we were better protected by the 
machinery. I only remained in the engine 
room .fur a short time, when I again re- 
turned to the cabin. ‘hey shot at us from 
every direction, and at the Homestead bridge 
men were in waiting for us on the abutments. 
They fired down upon us through the roof 
and kept peppering away at us after we had 
passed. Everybody took a crack at us for 
luck, and it is a miracle we were not shot as 
full of holes as asieve. One ball just grazed 
my belt and another passed between iny legs. 
T guess it was luck.“ 

The Steamboat Was Riddled. 

The boat was a sight when it reached the 
wharf at the foot of Wooa street at noon, and 
hundreds of people were there to see it. Ev- 
erybody wanted a relic of the skirmish and 
dozens of bullets were dug out of the wood-

eee of the rifle balls passed through all 
of the partitions and ont at the opposite side. 
From the number and position of the bullet 
holes in the pilot-house it is iin possible to see 
how Capt. Wishart escaped. The bali which 
struck the whistle was certainly fired from a 
rifle of at least 45-caliber. and it tore a regged 
hole through the metal as large as a silver 
quarter. The side of the pilot-house was also 
filled with buckshot and shot, and the 
great variety in the size of t liet holes in- 
dicated that a great assortment of weapons 
had been used in the battle.

Capt. William B. Rodgers, who was report- 
ed dead after the battle at Homestead, was 
live man when he came back to Pittsburg ¢ 
the Little Bill. He went directly to his office 
on Water street, where he answered tele- 
phone calis and told the people he was still 
alive. He gave the following account of the 
trip: : | 
| The Pinkertons Were Quiet, 

“Thad contracted to tow the two barges to 
Homestead and was on hand with the towboat 
Little Bill last night to do the work. The 
barges had been at the landing below the Man- 
chester docks, ‘and according to our instruc- 
tions we went to Davis dam. There we met 
about 300 men—I suppose they are Pinkertons 
aud they boarded the barges, about 160 in 
each. They had repeating rifles and blue 
uniforms with them. We lost no time 
and started for Homestead. Tne Pinkerton 
men, I must say, were a good set of men. 
They were orderly and perfectly sober. They 
made no noise; they simply went into the 
: The Captain in 
charge.called the men to him and commanded 
the strictest attention to his orders. No 
man,’ said he, ‘will dare to fire one shot or 
raise his piece without positive and 
distinct orders. There will be no trouble at 
Homestead and we won’t make any. Our 
business is to keep the peace, not to disturb 
it. t 
He then commanded that the men re- 
strain themselves and be quiet. Everything 
went all right with us until we got just below 
Lock No. 1. when the Tide, which was towing 
one of the barges, broke its cams. It blew 
its whistle, and the Little Bill went 
back, relieved it of the barge, and 
went through the lock with both 
barges, When we reached Homestead 
there seemed to be considerable excitement. 
As we got nearer the excitement grew more 
intense. The people then | began to fire upon 
us. We tried to make a landing then. My 
men went forward to tie up the shore barge, 
while the Pinkerton men began to shove out 
a landing-plank. The people on the bank 
were awfully excited, but the men under me 
and the Pinkertons were perfectly quiet and I 
kept urging them to remain so. 

Sys the Firing Was from the Shore. 

In the midst of it all the Pinkerton Captain 
swore vengeance upon any man who would at- 
tempt to shoot, although the balls were flying 
from the other side. I state positively that 
the men on shore commenced the firing. By 
this time the landing-plank had been gotten 
off, As the men were about to land it a man 
with a revolver made a dash for it, firing all 
the while. The Pinkertons tried to push him 
back, and about succeeded when two more 


tons. The people fired directly at the Pinker- 
tons; they fired all over the barges and at the 
Little Biil. Then the Pinkertons opened quite 
a fusillade upon the people. As they 


themselves upon the water tower and shot 
right down. I was standing in the midst of 
them, and one or two Pinkertons fell 
about me. The Pinkerton Captain, while in 
front of his men trying to clear the landing- 
plank, was shot, He was the first Pinkerton 
to falf. Several men rushed out to where 


he lay to defend bim. He was 
then carried into the barge. The flr- 
ing continued steadily. I was then 
told to assist with the © steamboat 


the party of Pinkertons who were taking care 
of the wounded. The boat was brought to 
and the wounded put upon it. We weat to 
Turtle Creek and put them on a train. My 
contract was then ended and I started for 
home. Then it was that our boat was a target 
for all the guns of the crowd. Bullets whistled 
like rain through the cabin, pilot-house, and 
engine-rogqm. My watchman was shot. The 
people fired upon us until we got out of their 
range, and then the bullets splashed in the 
water. 

If the people could only look at the case 
the right. way they would agree that the attack 
upon us was wrong. Iwas simply doing what 
I was paid for doing and what any one else 
would do. Even when we were leaving the 
people kept firmg upon us. Let me say again 
that the Pinkertons did well. They were fired 
upon first and attacked when they were doing 
nothing, even before they touched the shore. 
They had to fire to defend themselves and 
their Captain.“ 


TALK WITH A PINKERTONIAN. 


He Thinks the Strikers Can Whip Any 
Force Brought Against Them. 

PurILApELpat, Pa., July 6.—The Ledger to- 
morrow will publish an interview with a man 
who, it says, was formerly in the service of 
the Pinkertons, who has had charge of men 
at all the great strikes at which Pinkerton de- 
tectives have been in service and who knows 
the ins and outs of the trouble now 
going on. 

Ia my opinion,” he said, the only way 
out of this trouble now, except the Home- 
stead proprietors sign the amalgamated scale, 
is to board up the works and stop everything. 
I have been there before and I know what I 
am talking about when I say that the strikers 
are determined to leave nothing undone to 
secure a victory this time over Mr. Car- 
megie and his partners. And, if I may 
add my own opinion, the strikers’ 
cause is a just. one. The men of the 
Amalgamated Association are an intelligent 
body of men and are splendidly organized. I 
do not believe any talk of internal dissensions 
among them, for in this struggle they stand 
shoulder to shoulder. They have their homes, 
and families, and their bread and butter to 
fight for, and it is a desperate case. 

“Tam still loyal to the Pinkertons, but 
my conviction is that no matter 
how large the force of Pinkertons they 
bring against the strikers, or how large a body 
of Deputy Sheriffs, they will only be a marker 
for them. And besides that, the strikers are 
in possession of every vantage point and the 
sympathy of the entire country around is with 
them. Thousands of iron workmen will sup- 
port them, and there is no telling where it 
will end if something is not done before the 
strikers become thoroughly desperate. 
These men have never known their strength 
before as theydonow. They are going to 
fight the Pinkerton forces with the same tac- 
tics that the Pinkertons have heretofore used 
against them. There are men in the Amalga- 
mated Association who know every move the 
opposition forces can make; they have organ- 
ized the strikers so that their positions are 
practically impregnable. The Carnegie peo- 
ple are not dealing now with an ignorant mob 
of Hunsand Poles, but with hundreds of in- 
telligent workmen, who are American citi- 


zens.

WOUNDED AT PITTSBURG, 


A Train Load of Pinkertonians Is Brought 
in Safely. 

Pirrsspure, Pa., July 6.—The train bearing 
the wounded Pinkerton men arrived at the 
Union station at 7:30 this evening. A large 
crowd had assermbled, and it was rumored that 
all the guards were to arrive. 

John McGovern, one of the injured men, 
said that the majority of the men were injured 
early in the fight. He said: 

** We were told that we were to act as watch- 
men; that there would be a little trouble m 
getting into the works, but after we were 


once in everything would be all rigbt. 
If they call that a little trouble I 
don’t want to see a big one, We 


were taken on the boats on the rocks below 
Pittsburg somewhere, and the first we knew 


were being fired on from the shore. 


After 


landing at the works we attempted to go 
ashore, but were driven back by the men on 
the bank. They had the best of the situation 
in every way, and besides’ were intrenched

think a man would have been left out of the 
325 to tell the tale, 

How about the strikers firing upon our 
flag of truce? That is notso. It was received 
with cheers and a conference was held, but I 
am sorry to say they did not live up to their 
part of the contract. We were given one 
hour to prepare to capitulate, but as soon as 
our arms were stacked the crowd rusbed on 


board and took everything in sight. 


Then a 


line was formed and we were compelled 
run the gantlet. Many of the men w 
shamefully abused, bemg knocked down and 


kicked while down. 


Only the injured and 


those aiding them escaped the ordeal. I have 
had enough of it and don’t think I will ever 
attempt to go through such a scene again.“ 
The remaining .Pinkerton guards from 
Homestead arrived in this city at 2:40 a. m. 
Twenty-seven of their number were wounded 
and were sent to the West Pennsylvania 


Hospital.

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THE STRIKE DISCUSSED BY BOTH 
HOUSES OF CONGRESS. 


Senator Peffer’s Resolution That the Pinker- 
ton System He Inquired Into Adopted 
and Committees A ted — President 
Harrison Is at the Reports of 
Bloodshed—The War Department Not 
to Interfere Unless Gov. Pattison Asks 
It—Carnegie During the Chile Trouble, 

Wasuinetox, D. C., July 6.—[{Special.]=- 
The Homestead strike excited great interest 
in Washington. The President, before he 
left today, received the bulietins and was 
greatly distressed at the news that blood had 
been shed. 

There is not the slightest possibility of the 
War Department having anything to do with 
the struggle between Carnegie and his men. 
It would only act when the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania applied directly for Federal help in 
quelling the disturbance and stated specifical- 
ly that the State authorities were unable to 
preserve order. No such appeal from Gov. 
Pattison is looked for here. 

When he was in Washmgton 


last winter Mr. 


blood might be shed by the United States up- 
holding its dignity in the controversy with 
Chile. He undertook to tell the President 
that the country wouldn’t stand it and was 
given a sharp lecture by Gen. Harrison. He 
has not been in Washington since that time. 

In Congress the strike and the bloodshed 
were looked upon by some zealous partisans 
only as a means of making political capital. 
It was certain that somebody would introduce 
a resolution for an investigation, and in the 
House Mr. Caminetti of California sought this 
doubtful honor by a partisan resolution 
which went to the Committee on Rules. In 
the Senate Mr. Gallinger introduced a resolu- 
tion for an investigation by the Committee on 
Education and Labor. Mr. Peffer offered a 
substitute for an investigation by a special 
com mittee of three with special reference to 
the Pinkertons. The subject will be debated 
in the Senate tomorrow. 

Preceding the committee resolution is a 
long preamble reciting in effect that the Re- 
publican party has contended that one of the 
main purposes of its tariff legislation was the 
protection of American labor and the increase 
of pay to the wage-earners in protected in- 
dustries; that contrary thereto, industries 
protected by such legislation have in many 
instances instead of increasing the pay of 
wage-workers, actually materially reduced 
them; that the Homestead mills, controlled 
by A, Carnegie and his associates, operating 


in an industry which has received 
the fostering care of said _legis- 
lation to such an extent as to typify 
it as an example of the results 


thereof from whatever standpoint it is viewed, 
has promulgated an order reducing wages of 
employés ranging to an extent, it is alleged, 
of from 20 to 60 per cent; that contrary to the 
position assumed by said party that the pro- 
tection so afforded regulates the price of 
labor, it is stated by H. C. Frick, manager of 
said mills, that We made the scales to suit 
trade and mechanical conditions and gave no 
thought to the political: cause or effect nor 
the tariff’; that following this announce- 
ment the employés have refused to 
accept such reduction and a strike is at hand, 
and it is asserted in the public prints that 
armed men, boats carrying gutis, a stockade 
having attached thereto pipes enabling hot 
water and steam to be turned on at a mo- 
ment’s notice, and surmounted with wires 
capable of being charged with electricity—all 
these, supplemented with strong search lights, 
have been resorted to by said company to ena- 
ble it to enforce its reducea scale of wages, 
thus inaugurating a condition of feudal des- 
potism. 

The resolution ‘thereupon calls for the ap- 
pointment of a select committee of five mem- 
bers to investigate and report on the causes of 
this strike, the conditions producing the same, 
and the effect of such legislation on wages and 
labor. ä 

The House committee appointed to investi- 
gate the Pinkertons will hold its first meeting 
Friday. , 

Gen. Schofield said this afternoon that no 
appeal had been made to the military author- 
ities to aid in suppressing the riots at Home- 
stead and he did not think it would be nec- 
essary. He said that the State militia of 
Pennsylvania was a most efficient organiza-

The General added that even considering 
the remote possibility that the State troops 
should be unable to suppress the outbreak it 
would take several days to demonstrate the 
fact and therefore ke did not anticipate any 
immediate appeal to the government. He 
ridiculed the idea that the government would 
interpose on the ground that the rioters were 
invading its rights in obstructing the naviga- 
tion of the Monongahela river by the use of 
burning oil. He said that the government 
could not interfere in any State matter except 
in the greatest extremity, such as he had al- 
ready indicated, and would certainly not be 
moved in this case by a mere technicality. 


INTEREST FELT IN MILWAUKEE, 


It Is Thought the Riot May Affect the Bay 
View Mills. 

Mr waukzz, Wis., July 6.— [Special.] — 
Great interest is felt in Milwaukee over the 
trouble at the Homestead mills, as it is thought 
that the fight will prevent a settlement of the 
trouble here at the Bay View mills. 

Good feeling has existed here between the 
workmen and their employers, and while the 
men will not submit to e cut in their wages it 
was thought that the trouble could be patched 
up by concessions made in other ways. 

The men now feel that all hope of a com- 
promise is past and that the mills will prob- 
ably be shut down for a long time. 


POWDERLY REFUSES TO TALK, 


Taubeneck Says the Government Is: to 
Plame for the Trouble. 


. Omana, Neb.,, July 6.—Before leaving for 
the East at 7 o’clock this evening General 
Master Workman Powderly was asked to give 
an expression of opinion on the Homestead 
riot. 

I must absolutely refuse to be interviewed 
on the matter until I know more about it, 
said Mr. Powderly. “I have received no 
private information and know only what I 
have read in the paper.

hospital as Joseph Zsido, a Slav, 23 years old, 
and single. He was shot during the first fight 
this morning. The ball struck him in the 
thigh near the groin, passing completely 
through the leg and shattering it in a horrible 
manner. The doctors fear amputation may 
be necessary. 

In company with the wounded man was one 
of the strikers named John Walters, who had 
been in the engagements this morning. Mr. 
Walters had a close call himself. A ball 
passed through the brim of a soft felt hat, di- 
rectly above the right eye, barely grazing his 
head. He displayed the hat in evidence with 
the bullet hole. He stated that at the time 
the bullet passed through his hat McCoy, a 
fellow-workman, was shot down af his side. 
Walters stated that the firing was opened by 
the Pinkerton detectives and was entirely un. 
expected. He said: | 


“When we received word at Homestead 


that a boat-load of men were coming up from 
Pittsburg we thought they were the Sheriff’s 
men. The crowd of us marched down to the

The great State of 
Pennsylvania should have other resources for the 
maintenance of order than} to permit mercena- 
ries from other States to shoot down the citizens 
of that State. The law should be enforced by of- 
ficers of the law, the representatives of the com- 
munity or Commonwealth to which the residents 
owe obedience. 

Morning Advertiser (Ind.): The great question 
at issue at Homestead is: Has any man or body 
of men the right to violeutly prevent a brother of 
the earth from toiling wheresoever and howso- 
ever he may choose to toil?’ It is an old, old 
quarrel: a mighty force of angered workingmen 
on one side acting in defiance of law and power- 
ful capitalists on the other defending their prop- 
erty and the right to its use acquired under law- 
ful forms. However this battle may end, the issue 
will never be settled so long as our laws recugnize 
property rights. 

Herald (Ind.-Dem.): To send a hired bend of 
private detectives at nigbt armed with the dead- 
liest rifles, charged with bullets for the hearts of 
American workmen was worse than reckless. It 
‘was lawless, criminal. It was to invite a bloody 
encounter, to meet lawlessness with law- 
lessness, to array a mob against a mob. 
Done by men clothed with no insignia of 
official authority, this was simply murder 
on a large scale and the culprits should be dealt 
with accordingly. Any such outrage in the future 
should be expressly prohibited as a crime well 
calculated to lead to violence. Now 
that the outbreak has occurred but one duty con- 
fronts the public authorities, Peace must be 
maintained and order preserved. Mob violence 
and lawlessness are to be put down if it takes the 
entire power of the Commonwealth and the Na- 
tion to do it. Any ‘other course would lead to 
anarchy. 

Word (Dem.): The merits of the controversy 
between the Carnegie people and their workmen 
are wholly aside from present consideration. The 
workmen were locked out because they would not 
accept a reduction of wages. They surrounded the 
mills and declared their purpose to prevent the 
substitution of other workmen for themselves. 
If they employed any illegal means of doing this, 
if they resorted to any form af violence, or if 
their presence itself was in violation of law, the 
constituted authorities of the State had both the 
right, and the force necessary to repress the 
wrong-doing.

‘Dispatches so flatly conflict that it cannot here be 
determined whether the first shot was 
fired by the watchmen attempting: to land at 
the works or by the strikers who thronged the 
shore. But the responsibility must lie further 
back. Why were armed men brought to the spot 
and why were armed multitades assembled to re- 
sist their landing? In seeking where the blame 
must lie it must be remembered that labor has 
rights and employers also have rights, which the 
public must, with strict justice, respect and de- 
fend,

Eagle (Dem.): The seriousness of the trouble 
at the Homestead mills does not affect the neces- 
sity of enforcing the law there and anywhere else 
in case the law be defied or infracted.

This action was without 
justification or precedent. The party has hereto- 
ore, after indorsing the national platform, also. 

State and 
county officers are to be elected. The Attor- 
ney-General and the 1 — composing 
the Executive council, except the Governor, 
are to be elected this year, as they are at every 
Presidential election; a county officers having 
to do with the execution — the laws; and, for the 
first time, a declaration of principles as to the 
State issue is omitted and there is a deep signifi- 
cance in the fact. 

In the National campaign of 1888 the Republic- 
an State platform contained a full indorsement 
of prohibition apd pledged the party to its con- 
tinued support, and on that we carried the State 
for Harrison by nearly 32,000 plurality over Cleve- 
land and more than 19,000 majority over 
all other candidates for Président, and elected 
tne Republican State ticket by about the same 
vote. Conditions have not so materially changed 
but that the same result would follow upon like 
issues this year. 

The saloon é¢lement in the convention was 
united, bold, and aggressive, and, supported by 
the railroad influence, carried its points, with a 
uniformity that indicated a prearranged plan. 

But the convention gave us other and more con- 
clusive nl as to its sentiment on pro- 
hibition.

Heis the same 
gentieman who was honored with the temporary 
chairmanship of tne Republican State convention 
in March last, and it is evident that these die- 
tinguished honors have been bestowed on him be- 
cause of his relentless hostility to prohibition.

REPUBLICAN TICKET IN ARKANSAS. 


People's Party Nominees Not Indorsed— 
Favors a World's Fair Appropriatidn, 

Larrte Rock, Ark., July 6.—(Special.]—

day. A strong effort was made to indorse the 
State ticket recently nominated by the 
People’ party, but the proposition was 
voted down by a large majority.

UNITED WITH THE PEOPLE'S PARTY. 


Kahsas Democrats Indorse Its Electoral 
Ticket—Pinkertons Denounced. 

Torexa, Kas., July 6,—([Special.]—The 
Democratic State convention this &fternoon 
nominated the People’s party Electoral ticket 
and then engaged in a battle as to whether 
they should nominate a straight Democratic 
State ticket or indorse the nominees of the 
People's party. Judge John Martin presented 
a resolution making the People’s party nomi- 
nees for Presidential Electors the Deinocratic 
nominees. There was little opposition to this 
and it was carried by a vote of 390 to 39. 

A resolution declaring the People’s party 
nominees for Congressman-at- Large and State 
officer’ the Democratic nominees was intro- 
duced. This precipitated a fight, which lasted 
all the afternoon and late into the night. The 
recognized party leaders divided on the issue. 
In many instances the remarks of the speak- 
ers became personal and charges and counter- 
charges of mercenary motives were in- 
dulged in. A resolution was unanimously

They Will Protect Reed Who Ts Not Now 
in Any Danger. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., July 6.—[Special. ]— 
There is mtense excitement today among 
whites and blacks alike over the situation of 
the Deval County jail. Fully 1,000 negroes 
are under arms and ready to rally 
at the jail at a given signal. Four 
companies of infantry arrived this afternoon 
from Gainesville, St, Augustine and Daytona 
and Adjutant-General Long has taken com- 
mand of the seven companies now here. About 
375 men in all, including the battery with 
the Gatling guns, and two 12-pound brass 
field pieces, have also been hauled up to the 
A member of Wilson’s battery who was 
on the scene late last night heard the negroes 
boast of a society that turned out 700 armed 
men ready for trouble.

“The Pinkerton agency sent about 150 men 
from Chicago to the Carnegie mills near 
Pittsburg,” said a Pigkerton watchman last 
night. “They left here for Pittsburg Mon- 
day. Some of them were selected 
from the night-watch service, some 
from the regular detective service, 
and others were hired for that job alone: 
Those who were hired for the job alone were 
given transportation, all expenses, and $15 a 
week. 

Was it not $3 a day?” 

No, sir, it was $15 a week of seven days. 
Why, many of the boys from the regular night- 
watch service went to Pittsburg. I krow 
what they were to receive. Charles Nordrum, 

ex-Chief of the World’s Fair police, went to 

Pittsburg Monday night. He took with him 
about forty men that he hired for the Pink- 
ertons.”

WORLD'S FAIR NOT AFFECTED. 


Contracted For Delivered or 
on the Way. 

World's Fair Directors are not alarmed so 
far as they are concerned over the trouble at 
Pittsburg. The material involved in all the 
iron contracts is either delivered or ready for 
delivery. 

All the iron needed for the Manufactures 
Building is now on the ground,” said Presi- 
dent Baker yesterday afternoon. ‘ For 
Machinery Hall a little more iron is needed, 
but I understand it is on the way. We are in 
nowise injured by the strike, and work will 
proceed without interruption.

WILL NOT HANDLE CARNEGIE IRON, 


Local Trades Give That Assurance to a 
Committee from Homestead. 

A committee headed by Thomas J. Camp- 
bell, from the Amalgamated Steel and Iron 
Association, the locked-out workmen of the 
Carnegie mills at Homestead, reached Chica- 
go last night to confer with the building 
trades of the city as to whether they would 
handle the output of the Carnegie mills if 
non- union men were employed there, They 
visited the Architectural lronworkers’ 
Union and presented their case. 
They asked that all steel and 
iron now in Chicago be handled, 
but that if non-union men were put to work 
none of their product be handled by 
union labor. No action was taken, but the 
committee was assured that the matter would 
be thoroughly investigated, and that Chicago’s 
union men would not handle non-union made 
steel and iron. 

The other building trades of the city are of 
the same opinion, and the outlook is that in a 
few days the various trades will cease hand- 
ling steel and iron from the Carneyie mills. 
Should this ensue it will mean a tie-up in many 
of the large down-town. steel-ribbed 
office buildings in course of erection, for more 
than half of all the steel and iron for those 
structures come from the Carnegie mills. 

The committee from the locked-out work- 
men at Homestead said similar committees 
had been sent simultaneously to the other 
large cities of the land, and as a result of the 
difficulty at Homestead the steel and iron 
building industry in all the large cities may be 
paralyzed.

TWO LIBRARIES BUILT BY CARNEGIE. 


Description of the $300,000 Structure Pre- 
sented to Allegheny City. 

Andrew Carnegie presented to the City of 
Allegheny a magnificent free library and read - 
ing hall two years ago. This was Mr. Carne- 
gie’s second gift of a library to an American 
community in whose welfare he was interested, 
the first being to the Town of Braddock, 
where his steel-rail mill is situated. 

The Allegheny library cost $300,000, and it 
was given to the city on condition that it be 
properly maintained for the benefit of the 
public. It is a granite building in the Roman- 
esaue style and stands opposite’ the city hall. 
Its dimensions are 158x168 feet and it has a 
tower 100 feet high, to the right of the main 
entrance. Upon the first floor are the library 
proper and music ball. The library reception- 
room, which is beautifully decorated, is

Prrranuno, Pa., July 6.—[Special.]—It is 
now an assured fact that the iron manufact- 
urers of the Pittsburg district, which include 
a radius of forty miles from Pittsburg; of the 
Mahoning Valley district, which includes all 
the mills in that valley as far west as Akron,

le, Pa., and of the Wheeling dis- 
trict, will not pay the Amalgamated 
Association scale, In the Pittsburg district 
not less than thirty big mills, in the other two 
eighteen or twenty-two mills, fifty in all, have 
been governed by these wage scales. 

The trouble between these manufacturers 
and the Amalgamated Association has noth- 
ing to do with the big Homestead battle. It 
is separated and apart from it, except that the 
same organization is arrayed against both 
Carnegie and the iron manufacturers. The 
last „ for the first time in several years, 
are acting in conjunction.

The merchants at Truxillo also offered to lead 
the vessel with a cargo of fruit to reimburse 
its owners for the ship’s detention. This the 
Captain refused, reserving the right to en- 
force a claim through the American Govern- 
ernment. 

The Oteri reports that the attack on Ruatan 
made by the insurgents who captured the ship 
did not s as the attack had to be made 
in canoes and first few who reached the 
ship were captured. The forces withdrew and

Ordinances for Paving Pass. 


Subsequently Commissioner Aldrich pre- 
sented a communication urging the paving of 
the following streets in the business districts. 
Ordinances for the paving were presented also: 

Chicago avenue from Weils to Pine, Center ave- 
nue from Adams to Madison, Curtis from Lake to 
Fulton, Milton avenue from Oak to Division, 
West Lake from Halsted to Ashland, Sangamon 
from Austin to Milwaukee, West Indiana from 
Desplaines to Halsted, Morgan from Harrison to 
Fulton, Loomis from ‘South Branch to, Archer 
avenue, Milwaukee avenue from Desplaines to 
Chicago avenue, Wentworth avenue from Eight- 
eenth to Twenty-second, Curtis from West Wash- 
ington to Randolph, North Market from Chicago 
avenue to Kinzie street, Fulton from Canal to 
Desplaines, Tilden avenue from Center avenue to 
Aberdeen, South Park avenue from Twenty-sec- 
ond to Twenty-sixth, Calumet avenue from Twen- 
ty-second to wenty-sixth. 

With the exception of the last two the or- 
dinances were passed. The two went to the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South. 

In the same connection Ald. Hepburn and 
Madden, Ald. Brennan and Maloney, Ald. 
Coughlin and Ald. Morris, Ald. Biegier and 
Aid. Martin introduced a number of orders 
for ordinances for the paving of alleys in the 
First, Fourth, Twelfth, Eighteenth, and 
Twenty fourth Wards so as to facilitate the 
keeping of those wards in a more cleanly and 
in a better sanitary condition. The orders 
were passed without opposition. 

Passed a Repealing Order. 


Ald. Madden introduced an ordinance re- 
pealing the ordinance of the Sectional Under- 
ground company because of non-compliance 
with the terms of the same. The preamble 
recited that the company refused to permit 
electric lighting corporations to place their 
wires in the conduits of the sectional com- 


pany, though the ordinance stipu- 
lated that that should be permitted 
for a fair compensation. Ald. Madden 


explained that the Sectional company is itself 
in the electrical lighting business and jin or- 
der to prevent competition refused permits 
as set forth in his order. The order for the 
repealing ordinance was passed unanimously. 

Ald. Jackson presented the following which 
was passed: 

Ordered, That the Commissioner of Public Works 
be and he is hereby directed to prepare and sub- 
mit to this Council a suitable site for a new 
pumping station on the Northwest Side and also 
2 plans for same at his earliest eT 

ime. 

Commissioner Aldrich presented a com- 
munication referring to the damage to the 
Halsted street bridge, south of Twenty-second 
street, and requesting that the Council take 
measures to provide for the repair of the old 
bridge or the construction of a new one. Ald. 
Wall promptly presented an order directing 
the Commissioner to prepare plans and speci- 
fications for the construction of a double 
track steam bridge, to cost not to exceed 
$200,000, and to advertise for bids for the con- 
struction of the same. 

Ald. W. J. ©’Brien moved the suspension 
of the rules for the passage of the order.. He 
said that the traffic of the most important 
thoroughfare of the city is now interrupted 
because there is no bridge at Halsted street. 
There was an emergency, and prompt action 
should be taken. Ihe money he was assured 
would be found for che work. The rules were 
suspended to oblige Mr. O’Brien. but Ald. 
Noble cruelly remarked that the bridge could 
be huilt for $150,000, 

All right,“ said O’Brien of the Sixth, 

„put $150,000 in instead of $200,000.”’ This 
was also agreed to. Ald. Ernst wanted to 
have another amendment inserted providing 
that the contractor wait for his pay until an 
appropriation was made. This will never 
do, said the wary O'Brien. Let the matter 
go to the Finance committee. It will be 
treated better there. And it was sent to 
the Finance committee with a request for a 
prompt report, 

Ald. Morris introduced an order for an 
ordinance for the widening of Michigan ave- 
nue between Twelfth and Randolph streets by 
taking thirty feet from the Lake-Front Park. 
The order was passed. The improvemert is 
urged by the Lake-Front property-owners. 

Ald. Sexton offered an order for the exten- 
sioa of the north shore, tunnel to the two- 
mile erib, the contractor to wait for his pay 
until the financial ‘condition of the Water De- 
partment would warrant the same. Mr. 
Sexton said that the tunnel as it stood is use- 
less, as the water in the vicinity of its crib 
termination is polluted and its use is danger- 
ous. The order was passed. 


City Not Liable for Boulevard Gas, 


Corporation Counsel Miller, in repiy to an 
order by Ald. Stuckart, presented the follow- 
ing: 

Gentlemen: In response to your order of June 
6 requesting my opinion whether the city is liable 
for gas used on the various boulevards in the City 
of Chicago turned over tothe Park Board I beg 
to say that in my opinion the duty is imposed 
upon the Park Commissioners to provide for the 
lighting of these boulevards. [he act under 

which the streets of the city have been turned 
— to the Park Commissioners vrovides that 
“such Park Boards shall have the same 
power and control over the parks or streets taken 
under this act as are or may be by law vested in 
them of and concern ing the parks, boulevards, or 
driveways under their control”; and such Park 
Commissioners are by the same act also given the 
power to improve, maintain, and repair such 
street or streets in such manner as they may deem 
best. The original acts under which. the rds 
of Park Commissionefs were created provided 
that the Board of Park Commissioners should 


have full and exclusive power to govern, 
manage, and direct all parks, boulevards, 
and ways authorized by «such acts 
and by them purchased, Qimproved, or 


established; to lay out, regulate, make, and im- 
prove the same; to pass ‘ordinances and issue and 
enforce orders for the regulation and government 
of the same; and that generally, in regard to said 
parks, boulevards, and ways, they should possess 
all the power and authority conferred upon or 
possessed by the Common Council of the City of 
Chicago in respect to the public squares, places, 
and streets in said city. 

I think these acts give to the Park Boards, in- 
cluded in the powers above mentioned, the power. 


and impose upon them the duty, of providing for 


the lighting of the boulevards turned over to 
them by the City of Chicago and by them taken 
e boulevards by them 
constructed and the parks under their control.

Ald, Biegler’s Viaduet Order. 


Ald. Biegler sent in the following order; 

That the Commissioner of Public Works sub-

the via — at Randolph street north along Cen- 
tral avenue to River street, thence northeasterly, 
connecting with an upper roadway to be added to 
Rush street bridge, and connecting with a an 
vated roadway on Rush street to North Water 
street, thence east with a viaduct over the North- 
western tracks to Pine street, and by an incline 
to the Pine street level. 

The order provides that the Commissioner 
shall submit also an approximate estimate of 
the cost. Itis intended as an offset to the 
subway measure. The order was referred to 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys North. 

Ald. Noble introduced an order granting the 
Electric railway company an ordinance to 
operate a surface road on Seventy-fifth street 
from Stony Island avenue to the Rock island 
tracks. A like ordinance was once passed 
granting the Chicago City railway company a 
like franchise, but it was never accepted. The 
new measure went to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South, with a request for a 
report Monday. 


For Examining Steam Boilers. 


Ald. Gahan called up the ordinance for the 
examination and licensing of steam machinery 
and steam boilers in the city. It was passed! 
The board shall consist of three practical 
engineers, appointed: by the Mayor, who shail 
be paid $1,500. per annum. The board shall 
have power to examine into the qualifications 
of applicants, to grant licenses,and, for cause, 


to suspend or “revoke the same. Every 
application be ust be accom panied by 
a fee 2. aud that for 


a boiler or won tender must be accompanied 
by a fee of $1. An applicant for an engineer’s 
license must be a machinist or engineer hav- 
ing at least two years’ practice in the manage- 
ment, operation, or construction of steam en- 
gines and boilers, An applicant for a boiler 
tenders’ license must be a person who has 
a thorough knowledge of the con- 
struction, managemènt, and operation of steam 
boilers. Eachapplicant must state upon the 
blank the extent of his experience; must be at 
least 21 years of age, a citizen of the United 
States, or have declared his intention to be- 
come such; must be of temperate habits and 
ood character, all of which must be vouched 
or in writing by at least two citizens of Chi- 
cago or may be verified under oath by the 
applicant when required by the Board of 
Examiners. The board shall have power to 


suspend the license of an engineer or of a 


boiler or water teuder for permitting water to 
get too low iu boiler, for carrying a higher 
pressure of steam than allowed by law, fob an 
absence from his post of duty, or for any vio- 
lation of the provisions of t is ordinance ‘or 
other neglect or incapacity. 

The other provisions of the ordinance are 
familiar. The Secretary of the board is to be 
paid $1,500, 

The City Improvement Association sent in 
the following communication, which was re- 
ferred to the Judiciary committee: 


To the Honorable Mayor and Council of the 
City of C hicago—Gentlemen : The City Improve- 
ment Association of Chicago. acting by eommit- 
tees of various civic, commercial. educational, and 
social organizations, whose combined membersbip 
is upward of 5,000 of our most respected and enter- 
prising citizens—one of the objects of which is to 
secure a better observance of the city ordi- 
nances relating to streets and alleys, and the pro- 
motion of measures calculated to render the 
streets of the city more safe and attractive to 
citizens and strangers during the . World's Ex- 

sition—respectfully petition your honorable 

y to adopt measures providing for the clean- 
ing of ail paved streets and alleys, and the sprink- 
ling of such streets by special assessments on the 
abutting property as soon as existing contracts 
can be terminated and the new system put in 
operation. 

We are led to urge this plan of street improve- 
ments upon the attention of your honorable body 
becaused convinced, after careful investigation, 
that it no other way can sufficient means be pro- 
vided fur the cleaning of the. streets and 2 — 
as the 2 be and because the adoption of 
some rent plan from that now existing is im- 
petative f eur city is not to be discredited dur- 
ing the comihg World's Exposition on account of 
its uncleanly condition. We especially urge that 
the plan of sprinkling streets by special assess- 
ments has been in successful operation in other 
cities, is not an experiment, and has realized the 
most satisfactory results where it has been tried. 

If your honorable body shall reach the conclu- 
sion that all the improyed streets of the city can- 
not be sprinkled and cleaned under the system 
here suggested, we respectfully urge that it be 
speedily adopted for the district bounded on the 
north by Chicago avenue, west by Halsted street. 
south by Twelfth street and east by Lake. Michi- 


| gan—to the end that this important central dis- 


trict be properly cared for. 

We venture further to urge that an effective 
system of cleaning and sprinkling for the district 
referred to.will materially reduce the heavy losses 
to which owners of merchandise and other prop- 
erty are now subjected by reason of drifting dirt 
in the atmosphere and in the streets during dry 
weather, aud will also add greatly to the comfort 
of the public.

BLEW WHISTLES AND FLOATED FLAGS 


How the News of the Acreement Was Cele- 
brated on the Lake-Front. 

A scene of wild enthusiasm followed the re- 
ceipt of the news at Van Buren stroet dock 
that the trouble between the boat captains 
and ‘the city authorities haa been adjusted and 
that the boats were to hold the fort. The 
flags and canvas on every Van Buren line 
boat were floated in the breeze, the whistles 
and exhaust steam pipes were opened to their 
fullest capacity, the bands rivaled each other 
in making noise, and the 4,000 people congre- 
gated along the Lake- Front greeted the news. 
with demonstrations of joy equaling the wild- 
est enthusiasm of the Democratic convention. 
Three-times-three and an extfa greeted the re- 
turn of the committee from the conference at 
the Mayor’s office. 

All day large crowds kept coming and going 
from the docks. The police prevented them 
from crowding on the boata, but did not stop 
their discussing the situation or their guy- 
ing of the Henry syndicate steamers when 
they were at the floats. 

Captains and their crews were constantly on 
the lookout for some new maneuver on the 
part of the authorities, and were prepared to 
offer resistance to anything from a billy toa 
Gatling gun. Nothing occurred, however, to 
relieve the monotony and the police and deck 
hands held pleasant confabs, while waiting 
for orders to break each other’s heads. 

The steamers of the Henry syndicate did 
little business, and their officers and crews 
were jeered by the crowd whenever they ap- 
peare The nine boats of the Van Buren 
street line did not leave their stations until 
after the agreement in the afternoon and then 
only three resumed business. The police 
went away as soon as the settlement was re- 
ported, leaving the pleasure boats in uhdis- 
turbed possession of the floats, and the crowd 
dispersed by 4 o’clock, and bye yo things 
were as they had been before the 

Capt. Leighton said the 4 dome were not 
exactly satisfied with the agreement, but their 
attorney had advised them to accept it, and 
they had doneso. Hesaid that when they 
left the Mayer’s office Mayor Washburne told 
them to go down and hoist your flags and 
blow your whistles.” And. ef course,“ 
said the smiling Captain, “ we did so simply 
to please the Mayor. Blow em again, boys. *

STOLE TWENTY-TWO PORTLAND TICKETS 
Valleau 


Railroad Officials Say Hiland and 
Are Responsible. 

Sioux Crry, Ia., July 6.—[Special.]—The 
Sioux City and Northern officials today said 
that Harry Hiland, son of General Agent Hi- 
land of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
and Charles Valleau, another employé of the 
Sioux City and Northern, are the persons who 
are responsible for the theft of twenty-twotick- 
ets from their office in this city. The tickets 
were all good from Sioux City to Portiand 
and Tacoma by the Sioux City and Northern 
and Great Northern roads, and valued at $70 
each. Hiland and Valleau, who are under ar- 
rest in Chicago, will not be prosecuted by the 
Sioux City and Northern, but Hiland will re- 
turn to his former epee with the company.

SPORTS AT THE FAIR. | 


DIRECTOR - GENERAL DAVIS kx- 
TERS INTO A BIG PLAN. 


Chatham Fields to Be the Name of the 
Grounds, Which It Is Proposed to Lo- 
cate Between Seventy-ninth and Kighty- 
third Streets and Cottage Grove and 
South Park Avenues—Commissioner of 
Athletics to Be Appointed—Plans of the 
Projectors of the Scheme. 


Lovers and promoters ok athletie sports in 
all parts of the world are to bo given an op- 
portunity to demonstrate their skill in com- 
petitive contests at the World’s Fair. For 
months Director-General Davis has had ap- 
plications and inquiries asking what provision 
would be made for tournaments at the Expo- 
sition. These letters have come from. bicycle 
clubs, military organizations, Turnerbunds, 
baseball clubs, cricket clubs, etc. 

Until a short time agp the Director-General 
was perplexed. He did not know what dispo- 
sition to make of such communications. He 
has now decided to appoint, with the concur- 
rence of the Board of Directors, a Commis- 
sioner of Athletics. To put it moreaccurately, 
it is his desire to create a Bureau of Athletics 
in the Department of 1 * Arts and ap- 
point somè well-known Promoter of these 
sports to be chief of the bureau. A. G. Spal- 
ding is strongly recommended for the posi- 
tion, and Col. Davis favors his appointment. 

But this is only one phase of the scheme. 


‘An athietic department would amount to 


nothing without room for tournaments. This 
happily can besecured at Chatham Fields, which 
embraces a tract of 160 acres of land one mile 
south of Jackson Park. The promoters of the 
Chatham Fields enterprise have offered forty 
acres of this tract for a bicycle course, milita- 
ry parade ground, cricket and baseball exhi- 
bitions, and kindred sports. 

The Chatham Fields company, of which 
Col. Henry L. Turner is an interested mem- 
ber, proposes to build the grand sfand and 
course without cost to the Exposition compa- 
ny, but the latter is asked to advance not less 
than $20,000 for furthermg the work. The 
World’s Pair management is to recoup itself 
by charging an admission fee to the games. 
From the receipts all,expenditures are deduct- 
ed before the company secures any revenue. 

It is a splendid plan, said Director-Gen- 
eral Davis yesterday afternoon. “I shail 
bring it formally before the Exposition man- 
agement at the earliest opportunity, probably 
tomorrow morning. It is just the thing. It 
will afford us room for “international contests 
of popular sports and afford a camping ground 
for the 4,000 or 5,000 National guardsmen and 
United States regulars who will be here dur- 
ing the time of the Exposition. We have at 
Jackson Park no room for such attractions. 
For instance, a company of 100 cadets 
from Colombia, South America, have applied 
for tenting ground. I could not secure it in 
Washington Park; I haven’t been able to se- 


„cure it anywhere, but if the Board of Directors 


takes hold of the Chatham Fields proposition 
no further difficulty will be experienced. The 
Colombia Cadets form the crack organization 
of that republic. The members include the 
sons of leading men of the country, among 
them a the son of the President of the re- 

public, They expect to bring with them a 
—— military band. This is only one of the 
numerous requests made, and we must have 
room somewhere to accommodate these 
people.”’ 

Description of the Plans, 

The grounds of the Chatham Fields company 

include 160 acres of the highest territory 
within the city limits. It is witnin easy access 
of the Exposition grounds, reached by numer- 
ous steam and street railroads. The tract is 
bounded by Seventy-ninth and Eighty- third 
streets and Cottage Grove and South Park 
avenues. The company will devote the entire 
area to the accommodation of visitors to Chi- 
cago in 1898, Sixty acres will be utilized for 
the erection of inns, forty acres given over to 
military and athletic features, thirty acres re- 
served for park purposes, and the remaining 
thirty acres reserved for such improvement as 
may be necessary. 
The preliminary work of a out the 
grounds has already begun. 8.11 Lac Harg. 
the engineer, has already ae his calcula- 
tions and is engaged in preparing the details 
‘for this portion of the work. 

Occupying the sixty acres at the south, east, 
and west of the Fields will be located the inns 
—a village of attractive modern houses. These 
inns; according to the plans, are to be well- 
built, permanent houses, and will be opened 
by the Chatham Fields company for the first 
time May 1, 1893, and be devoted exclusively 
to the entertainment of the World’s Fair 
visitors. In the construction of these 
inbs a modern and unique plan 
has been adopted. Fronting on broad 
avenues, the building plan is such that thirty- 
eight of the inns, constitutuig one city square, 
inclose a large central lawn, thus giving 
light and outside ventilation to every 
room and permitting in each instance 

a street or park frontage. Conveniently 
situated to the inns are to be erected 
large and well-arrauged dining-rooins, in 
which, under the personal direction of ex- 
perienced caterers, it is intended to serve an“ 
excellent menu. Club-houses, cafés, tran- 
sients’ headquarters, and other buildings nec- 
essary for the comfort and entertainment of 
patrons are to be erected and equipped. 

The forty acres at the southwest corner of 
the big tract it is intended to devote to the 
accommodation of military and athletic or- 
ganizations. Here will be tents and barracks 
for the acccmmodation of from 3,000 to 5,000 
troops of the army, National Guard, and for- 
eign troops. Large parade grounds will ve 
prepared, the area of the main one being 800x 
1,100 feet. The details of this department 
will be in charge of an experienced military 
engineer, so that the camp shall be healthful 
and perfectly adapted to its purpose. 

Preparation of the Grounds. 

This ground will be so prepared as to be 
easily Converted to the use of amateur athletic 
associations at certain prescribed times. The 
wheeling track will be accurately prepared 
under the personal supervision of experts, an 
originally-planned grand-stand erected, and 
such improvements made as to make this de- 
partment one of more than usual interest and 
importance. 

The contests of the League of American 
Wheelmen for 1893 will be held here, and ama- 
teur athletic organizations of all sorts from 
this and other countries will occupy the 
grounds at some time during the progress of 
the Fair. 

The military feature of the enterprise was 
described at length in Tun Trreune exclu- 
sively last September, The crack troops of

“It is true that negotiations have been 
pending between the World’s Fair officials 
and the Chatham Fields company and I have 
no doubt that arrangements satisfactory to 
all parties concerned will be made. Some 
time ago Tun Tripuxe gave practically ail 
there was to tell and I have little to add at 
present. We are now at work on the con- 
struction and engineering problems. 
In improving Chatham Fields every 
advanced modern idea of construction 
and sanitation will be considered and 
complete systems of sewers, water mains, 
and an electric-lighting plant will be built. 
The military and athletic: features have been 
published, and, as to whether Mr. Spalding is 
to he Commissioner of Athletics or not, the 
World’s Fair people dan tell much better than 
I. Ido understand, however, that his name 
is being prominently considered in connec- 
tion with the new department, and I know of 
no man better qualitied for the position.“ 

The officers of the Chatham Fields com- 
pany, so far as elected, are: Lucius G. Fisch- 
er, President; Henry L. Turner, Vice-Presi- 
dent; and Schiller osford, Secretary. The 
Treasurer has not as yet been named. The 
capital stock bas been almost entirely sub- 
scribed by Chicago men, and the company’s 
investment, when the plant is Compra, will 
represent about $1,000,000.

THE QUESTION OF PLAGIARISM, 


Gems of Thought, It Appears, May Be 
Stolen if Put in New Settings. 
London Telegraph: No one has ever been 
able to define what plagiarism is, and there- 
fore it is unlikely that there should be any 
general agreement as to what makes a man 
liable to such a charge.. The question is per- 
petually recurrmg in other fields of literature 
as well as in homilétics, and no one has 
laid down any scientific principle of 
sufficient clearness to decide all disputes. It 
cannot be that a, man who is indebted to 
another for an idea is guilty of theft if he 
adapts it for his on purposes; for, if such 
appropriation be fraud, nearly all modern 
writers have committed unpardonable sins 
against the ancients. They may not 
known everythmg don in Judee,” 
but the range of literary and 
speculative ideas was remarkably 
extensive in Greece, and if we are going to 
judge those of our own writers—to confine 
ourselves only to our own nationality—who 
have owed inspiration to Athens, weshall have 
to condemn a good many illustrious names. 
Chaucer, Spenser 5 are, Milton, Dryden, 
Pope — whose withers wi | beunwrung? A short 
time ago acritic took occasion to draw up a list 
— instances in which the poet laureate had 
opted thoughts and expressions from his 
— ecessors. It was wholly a work of superer- 


ogation, for Lord Tennyson would be the first 


to admit the debt which hé, in common with 
other poets, owes to Homerand Virgil. Class- 
ical phrases are taken wholesale, as every stu- 
dent knows; witness such lines as This way 
and that dividing the swift mind, and She 
could not draw the quiet night into her 
blood ’’—the last a capital instance, for it as- 
similates and improves upon the original. 

It is not freshness of thought alone, but also 
freshness of treatment, which gives an author 
the right to call his work original. If we take 
the supreme instance of Shakspeare we see at 
once that the real question in many cases of 
this kind is not where the writer got the idea, 
but what he has done with it. A poet, a novel- 
ist, an essayist, a preacher can take a hint in 
a crude state and so transform it by the asso- 
ciationa and characteristics of his own mind 
that he is justly entitled to claim it as his own. 
He cannot be called a plagiarist at all events, 
for many of these so-called thefts are uncon- 
scious reminiscences, unrecognized as such, 
which are worked into the texture of a 
man’s own thoughts and made instinct 
with his own personality. In novels 
and romances, again, we have numer- 
free exchange; no 
one ought to call it by a harder name unless 
he is able to discount the frequency of liter- 
ary coincidences or possesses a higher origi- 
nality than that to which most of us can at- 
tain. Such reflections, no doubt, were present 
to the minds of the Congregational Union 
when they absolved Mr. Woods from. the 
charges made against him.

The great strike of 1877, b spread from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, lasted from the 
middle of July of that year until the middle 
of August. Hundreds of lives were lost and 
damage from fire to the amount of many 
millions was caused by the rioters before the 
trouble was finally ended. It was the greatest 
strike this country has ever known. 

The trouble began on the Baltimore and 
Onio railroad through a strike of brakemen 
and conductors because of a reduction in 
wages. There had been talk of destroying the 
property of that road unless the demands ot 
the strikers were complied with, but no spe- 
cial attention was paid to the threats until the 
morning of July 17, when a freight train on 
the Baltimore and Ohio at Baltimore was 
thrown from the tracks, damaging the engine 
and some of the cars and injuring the engineer 
and fireman, | 

The next day the mobs at Martinsburg, 
near Baltimore, were increased by the arrival 
of between 400 and 500 men from the small 
stations near at hand. Gov. Matthews of 
West Virginia telegraphed to President 
Hayes that the strikers on the Baltimore and 
Ohig had become so riotoug that he was un- 
able to quell the disturbance with the forces 
at his command, and requesting that United 
States troops be sent to the scene to aid in 
putting down the riot.

Thomas J. Morgan, chiet of the Chichgo 
Socialists, said: “I look at this Homestead 
emeute as the natura) outgrowth of the rela- 
tions between the employed and .employing 
classes. It also arises from the absolute re- 
fusal of organized labor of the United States 
to seek a solution of these problems through 
political actions rather than by physical force 
methods. As a means of calling the attention 
of the people to the dangerous condition of 
society, it is a costly and undesirable inethod. 
My idea of the adjustment of differences be- 
tween labor and capital is not by 
physical force, through intel- 
lectual and political action, in 
line with the Constitution of our country. 
Since’ the trouble has come my sympathies 
are all with the workingmen. I will do all I 
can for them, despite the fact that they do not 
recognize my methods. I emphatically con- 
dem the Pinkertons. The authorities have 
no right to put an armed body like that be- 
tween labor and capital to adjust their differ- 
ences. There is a highly inflammable senti- 
ment among working people on this question. 
Those who favor peaceable methods among 
workingmen on reading the dispatches from 
Homestead today will reach out in sympa- 
thy for those locked-out toilers. The quiet 
men when aroused often become the most 
furious. A little thing would cause this 
disturbance to spread like wildfire to all 
our large cities. It is a dangerous condi- 
tion of society.

„As the price of steel billets is reduced,“ the 
Homestead employés say, so are our wages 
reduced. Steel billets were made tne basis of 
our scale, but we make very few steel billets 
at Homestead now. Their manufacture has 
been transferred to a Carnegie mill where non- 

waion men are employed, the same as steel 
rails were taken away from us after Carnegie 
“had ébtammed control of the market. Steel 
billets are down to $22 now, and Carnegie 
ae makes that price the basis of the new scale he 
ae eg e also includes a reduction of in- 
3 ividual wages of from 12 to 40 per cent, and 
_ ipsiste that the new scale expire on Dec. 31, in 
’  tmidwinter. In his statements of the present 
difficulty nothing is said of the reduction in 
‘wages or of the change in the time at which 
the scale terminates! His argument is that 
the last scale was signed when steel billets sold 
at $28, witha minimum of $25, and that now 
the price has fallen to $22. The new scale, he 
says. is based on a $22 minimum. He tells the 
public nothing about the reduction of wages, 
which will average nearly 30 per cent for each 
individual, nor of the stipulation that the 
next scale must be signed in midwinter.”’ 

The various interests of Andrew Carnegie, 
including the Edgar Thomson steel works at 
Braddock, the mills at Duquesne and Beaver 
Falls, the Twenty-second and Thirty-third 
street mills in Pittsburg, the H. C. Frick Coke 
company, and the mills controlled by Carnegie 
Bros. & Co. anc. Carnegie, Phipps & Co. 
were all consolidated July 1 under the title of 
thé Carnegie Steel Association. The mills at 
Homestead were controlled by Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co. Wben H. C. Frick sold a large 
part of his coke interests to Carnegie he was 
given many shares in the new association and 
made Chairman of the Board of Trustees, the 
executive head of the combined Carnegie- 
Frick interests. Mr. Frick is known as a bit- 
ter foe ot organized labor. The strike of his 
Hungarian coke miners showed the extent to 
which he is willing to go in order to crush out 
a trades union. .

Collector of Internal Revenue Mamer yes- 
terday finished a report of the reccipts of his 
office for the fiscal year ending June 30. As 
compared with the collections of the year end- 
ing June, 1891, the collections were $3,000,000 
less, due almost entirely to the acquirement 
by the whisky trust of the Calumet and 
Shufeldt distileries, in which the produc- 
tion of spirits was greatly curtailed. The 
loss in this district, however, was a gain in 
the Peoria district, where the production of 
spirits is being concentrated.

New Line to Alton and St. Louis. 
Lewistown, July 6.—Supt. A. C. Atherton 
of the Fulton County Narrow Gauge railroad 
authorizes the statement that D. J. Thayer, 
Chief Engineer of the Narrow Gauge of 
Chariton, Ia., has gone to Bates, Sangamon 
County, tolook up a line between Bates, 
Springtield, and Havana. The object of run- 
ning a line to Bates is to connect at that point 
with the St. Louis, Alton and Springfield rail- 
road, now in the hands of a receiver, and to 
be sold by order of the United States Court 
July 9. This is the proposed line oy which 
the Narrow Gauge expects to reach Alton and 
St. Louis.

THE CONBEITURIONALITY OF PROTEC- 
TION. 

The Democrats say in their platform: The 
Federal Government has no constitutional 
power to enforce and collect tariff duties ex- 
cept for the purpose of revenue only.“ This 
is merely a repetition of a South Carolina 
dogma which was born about 1824. Such 
doctrine was not dreamed of during the first 
quarter-century of the Republic. Prior to 
the adoption of the United States Constitu- 
tion the separate States, had been in the habit 
of levying duties to protect their home manu- 
factures, and they expected that the same sys- 
tem would be adhered to after the new Union 
was formed. Hence it is not surprising to 
find Mr. Madison saymg during the debate 


on the Tariff act of 1789: 


It is certain that manufactures have been 
reared up by the fostering care of the State Leg- 
islatures dispiayed in the shape cf protecting du- 
ties, but the people, by the adoption of this Con- 
stitution, have put it out of their [the Legis- 
latures’] power to continue them. These States, 
not being able to continue their encouragement, 
exvect that we will attend to their policy and 
protect their citizens in the property they were 
led to acquire under the State regulations. 

During that debate and those on subsequent 
revenue bills no objection was made to a pro- 
fessedly protective duty on the ground that it 
was unconstitutional. It was fought simply 
by the representative of sume particular sec- 
tion on the ground that it pinched his constit- 
uents. The debate on the bill shows that it 
was designed to encourage manufactures 
and obtain revenue by combining twe objects 
in one bill.“ The preamble also shows it. It 
reads: 

Wuereas, It is necessary for the support of 
government, for the discharge of tlie debts of the 
United States, and the encouragement and pro- 
tection: of manufactures that duties be laid on 
goods, wares, and merchandise imported, etc. 

When John Randolph fought the tariff of 
1816 he did so on the assum ption that theduties 
on certain cheap goods would weigh heavily 
on “ the poor men and the sldvehoiders.’’ 
Mr. Calhoun supported that tariff because he 
believed it would increase the value of cotton. 
Later on he became convinced that he was 
mistaken, and was converted to Randolph’s 
opinion that protection hurt the slaveholders. 


creasing the wealth and population of the 
North, and that it would be for the benefit of 
the slaveholders to have free trade, so that 
they could get cheap English goods. 

When the tariff of 1824 was under considera- 
tion the South Carolinians began holdm, 
meetings and denouncing it as unjust in its 
provisions and a violation of the spirit of 
the Federal compact, but not absolutely un- 
constitutional. After the bill had passed the 
Legislature of that State passed resolutions 
declaring absolutely that such legislation was 
an unconstitutional exercise of power on the 
part of Congress. If the South Carolinians 
had had any manufactures to protect, or if 
they had been able to get votes ehough in 
Congress to defeat the bill, they never would 
have resorted to this unconstitutional ar- 
gument. 

There was no resistance to the law of 1824, 
but when the one of 1828 with its heavy duties 
on woolens was passed, in spite of the pro- 
tests of South Carolina, the people of that 
State began to talk of nullifying that law, 
which they declared was unconstitutional. 
After the passage of the Tariff act of 1832 
they did passa nullification ordinance. It 
would have been better if, instead of the 


and brought on hard times, and which was 
a yielding tothe nullifiers, the gang had 
been crushed out by force. Gen. Jackson, 
who was an old Federalist, was justified in his 
regret that he did not hang the nullifier Cal- 
houn on that occasion. 

But, however that may be, the doctrine of 
the unconst itutionality of protection grew up 
on South Carolina soil. It was the last resort 
of men who could not get votes enough to es- 
tablish the free trade policy which they be- 
lieved would enable them to buy cheaper 
clothing and tools for their slaves. The 
ground which they took was that the power to 
regulate or aid manufactures had not been 
granted specifically to Congress, and that that 
body could not in the exercise of the power 
to impose duties or reguiate commerce legis- 
late for the purpose of aiding domestic man- 
ufactures, 

Two answers have been made to that argu- 
ment, either of which is satisfactory. Judge 
Story of the Supreme Court maintains at 
length in his Commentaries on the Constitu- 
tion that the power to regulate commerce 
does embrace that to encourage manufact- 


Britain at the time of the Revolution. ¢ The 
same was true of the different States under 
the Articles of Confederation, the manufact- 
uring ones protecting and encouraging their 
manufactures by regulations of commerce 
during that period. They expected the Gen- 
eral Government would exercise it under the 
Constitution. The other answer is that the 
preamble to the Constitution reads: 


We, the people of the United States, in order 
to form a more perfect Union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquillity, provide for the com- 
mon defense, promote the general welfare, and 
aecure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do orddin and establish this Con- 
stitution for the United States of America. 


It is claimed that where Congress is of the 
opinion that a certain act will “ promote the 
general welfare and the doing of that act is 
not expressly forbidden by the Constitution 
then Congress has the power to legislate. 
This was the arg iment which Senator Bayard 
used to justify the loaning of money to the 
Philadelphia Centennial Exposition. To il- 
lustrate: Congress might believe that the gen- 
oral welfare would be promoted by levying a 
duty on exports, but it could not levy one, be- 
cause expressly forbidden by the Constitution. 
Congress believes that the. general welfare 
will be promoted by ‘barring out Chinese, 
paupers, contract laborers, etc. Congress has 
not been given the specific power tu do those 
things, but as it has not been forbidden to do 
them it has the authority to ae the neces- 
sary laws. 

The practical answer to the Democratic 
gentlemen who.talk about the ynconstitu- 
tionality of protection,” is, that it has existed 
ever since 1789. For more than a century the 
politieal branch of the government has held 
‘that the Constitution did not forbid protec. 
tion, and the judicial branch would not set aside 
that construction even if all the Judges be.

the substitution of Pinkertonians for the offi- 
cials of the law is a fatal mistake, Instead of 
protecting anything vr upholding law they 
only aggravate the mischief and make it 
worse; and in every instance in which they 
are employed as agamst strikers they in- 
cite them to the same pitch of fury that 
the red rag does a mad bull. orking- ° 
mén in conflict with their’ employers 
over a question of hours or of wages 
have no respect for mercenaries, who do not 
overawe the strikers, but merely madden and 
exasperate them and fill them with the deter- 
mination to clear out the Pinkertonians. The 
strikers commit acts of violence simply be- 
cause they hate and despise the Pinkertonians. 
The latter are very generally regarded as ille- 
gitimate police, who are illegal conservators 


of the people. The armed Pinkerton 


forces are not a part of the shrievalty, or of 
the police force, or of the militia. They are 
not responsible to the city, the county. 
or the State. They are not lawfully organ- 
ized militia, or commanded by officers ap- 
pointed by the Governor. They are not 
recognized anywhere as legitimate guardians 
of the public peace, and hence their | employ- 
ment as policemen to overawe strikers invari- 
ably calls forth protest, and, where working- 
men are strong enough, violence and armed 
resistance. 

In Illinois and some other States Pinkerto- 
nianism has been abolished by the blican 
party by law. Pinkerton officers may do as de- 
tectives to help run down criminals, counter- 


feiters; and em bezalers, and for private night 


watchmen so long as their duties are|confined 
to the protection of property against thieves 
or the danger of fire, forin nocity is the regular 
police force large enough to give special atten- 
tion to individual property, but with these dut- 
ies their usefulness ends. When they take the 
place of tho Sheriff’s deputies, the police force, 
ot the military, they only make things worse. 
They did in this city at the Stock-Yards and 
South Chicago, and so at Homestead steel 
mills, and the unfortunate outcome is only 
too apparent. While this is true, however, 
everybody must regret to see the Pinkerton 
forces put in danger of their lives; and the 
violence of the strikers towards them after 
they had displayed a flag of truce and sur- 
rendered unconditionally cannot be! justified 
by any of the usages of civilized warfare. 

The workmen determined to give the Finker- 
tonians a lesson and eliminate them ag a factor 
at this memorable strike, and they appear 
likely to be successful, in a most crue] manner. 
These works must now be protected by the 
law, and they certainly will be. If Mr. Car- 
negie, who is now disporting himself some- 
where in Scotland, had instructed his lieuten- 
ants to leave the works open and int tust their 
protection to the law, it would have been bet- 
ter. There is no other legitimate protection. 
If the law is strong enough to protect them 
no harm will be done while employer and em- 
ployés are settling their difficulties.| If it 1s 
not strong enough, then the people (speedily 
will make it so, whatever cost it may entail. 
Meanwhile the Legislature of Pennsylvania, 
if it be wise, will abolish Pinkertoniqnism, as 
that of [llinois has done, as a meang of pub- 
lic protection or guardians af law and order. 
For these purposes they are worse than use- 
less. They provoke riots rather than quell 
them, and cause disorder instead of allaying 
it. They are no good. They will have to go 
in Pennsylvania as they did in Illinois, 


GARBAGE TO BE BURNED. 

The city authorities have decided that the 

garbage gathered in Chicago shall be burned, 
the change from the present shameful methods 
of dumping it on vacant lots to be made just as 
soon as crematories can be erected for the work. 
Three or four of them will be needad, and if 
that number is found not to be sufficient it 
can be increased. They will utterly tonsume 
the noxious stuff gathered from our streets 
and alleys. It will de consumed without 
giving off smells or leaving any residuum more 
objectionable than ashes. Within a few 
weeks hence the dumping of the filth ean be 
made to cease, let us hope for ever, and thus 
will disappear one great evil which for years 
has been at once a terrible nuisance and a 
grave menace.to the health of our citizens. 

This is buta part of the work tp be per- 
formed in cleansing the city, though a highly 
essential one. The crematories will be of no 
use unless supplied with garbage, and will 
fail to give satisfaction unless the s¢avenger 
work be properly performed, while that in 
turn can hardly be attended to as it should be 
unless the people themselves are taught to co- 
operate. They must do this along the lines 
indicated by the Municipal Order League, and 
the police force of the city be so constituted 
and instructed 9s to make it to the personal 
interest of citizens to comply with the require- 
ments. Many of the streets and alleys must 
be paved or the pavements repaired, or the 
scavenger wagons. cannot get through them. 
The service must be put on a radically 
different footing, so that the work 
will be done thoroughly and in the man- 
ner least objectionable to residents 
and visitors. The wagons should be covered, 
and the force required to operate in the night 
time, so that there will be the minimum of 
annoyance as well as the least’ possible inter- 
. ference with other business and travel, The 
police force must be instructed to report each 
day all important failures on the part of citi- 
zens to comply with the ordiuances prescrib- 
ing the inaterial that may be put out by citi- 
zens and the mode of placing it where/it must 
be removed by scavengers. And there 
will still remain work for the league to do as 
a volunteer organization officially nized 
as having the right to watch the se ts of 
the city and complain of _every where 
the duty paid for is ineffleiently performed. 

It is reported that a n. ajority of the Alder- 
men are believed to favor a strict enforcement 
of existing ordinances defining the respousi- 
bilities of the street car companies and the 
passage of an ordinance, requiring the use of 
broader tires for the wheels of ¢ and 
wagons so as to insure greater permanence of 
the street pavetnents. This is well, but all 
will be of no avail unless the new in- 
clude arrangement for preventing the spof! ing 
of streets by gas companies and others tear- 
ing them up at their own sweet will and leav- 
ing them inaruined state.

| by visitors to the Fair, and it is well 


to attend to them first. The besom 
of reform should be wielded vigorously 
there, but not to the neglect of other portions 
of the city. It may, however, be deemed 
most advisable to begin with them, and take 
up a taorough reform elsewhere in more leis- 
urely manner, having an eye to the maxim 
that he who attempts too much at once seldom 
does anything weil. But whatever arrange- 
ments are made ought to be planned with an 
eye to their extension over the whole city as 
fast as practicable,

The cr doctors of the so-called People’s 
school of Bo ice have been in consultation 
at Omaha over Their, patient, the body politic.

Fiat Weaver of lowa, who has been dosing his 
patients with roots and yarbs these thirty 
years; Dr. Ignatius Donnelly of Minnesota, 
who practices with the Ragnarok gravel and 
cryptogram; Dr. Teubeneck of Illinois, other- 
wise known as Taube; Dr. Norton, also of 
Illinois; Dr. Brown of Massachusetts, Dr. 
Powderly, a locomotory practitioner; Dr. 
Vincent of Indiana, Mrs. Dr. Lease, who pre- 
scribes for mortgaged homes and a 2 per 
cent fiat scrip; Dr. Ben Terrell, a cyclone 
physician from Texas; “a boy wonder” 
doctor, whose name is inmaterial, and several 
others. 

Adjusting their green glasses, and with all 
the solemnity of boiled owls, the doctors ex- 
amined the body politic. They felt its pulse 
and looked at its tongue. They probed it 
with scalpels. They listened with stetho- 
scopes ahd lit up its throat with electricity.

In a word they de- 
cided that the body politic was a putrid mass 
of corruption, with microbes running over it 
and swarming through it in all degrees of 
culture, 

Having finished their diagnosis the wise 
doctors put their heads together to find a rem- 
edy, and unanimousty agreed the only medi- 
cine was to cover the body politic with porous 
shinplasters and fiat pads! And then the 
crank doctors adjourned their consultation 
and went their several ways, satisfied that if 
their flat shinplasters were not used the body 
politic was doomed.to speedy death. To the 
grizzly root and yarb doctor, Weaver, was as- 
signed the task of administering the cure.

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

An agreement was made some months ago 
between the city and the South Park Com- 
missioners for an extension of the electric-light- 
ing system to the World’s Fair grounds. 
Electric lights were to be placed on Michigan 
boulevard, Wabash avenue, and perhaps one 
or two other thoroughfares south to Thirty- 
fifth, there to connect with a South Park sys- 
tem on Grand and other boulevards. The 
work on the city part of the agreement has 
‘been delayed for some reason or other. Now 
that public attention has been called to the 
fact the undertaking should be attended to 
and carried out without further parley. There 
may have been some reasons for holding off, 
but they do not hold good for all time, and 
will not justify further delay. 

The principal avenues connecting the busi- 
ness heart of the city with the Fair must be 
well lighted at night all through the celebra. 
tion. There is no gainsaying that statement. 
Itisan absolute necessity that the work be 
done, and there is left none too much time in 
which to accomplish it. The many thousands 
of people who will come here next year to 


view the display in Jackson Park and vicinity | 


will include very many who will wish to make 
the connection otherwise than by rail or cable 
car. They will want to take drives at night 
through the boulevard system, and take in 
with their own eyes the beauties of the scenes 
of which they have heard and read. And for 
those who do not care much for arrangements 
of trees and flowers, small lakes, and mounds 
there must be the element of security which 
only good illumination can give. During the 
time the Fair is open the city will be wide 
awake by night as well as day. People will 
throng the thoroughfares, and especially those 
of the South Division, within the first few 
few blocks from the lake, where nearness to 
the Fair will join with night breezes from the 
water to attract the multitudes. The dim, 
uncertain, flickering, semi-dangerous, be- 
cause half concealing, gaslight will never do, 
and this is conceded by every intelligent citi- 
zen who gives the subject a moment’s thought 
and has not his judgment warped by the hold- 
ing of stock in the gas companies. For this 
purpose the electric light is the ouly accepta- 
ble one when the light of day has departed 
and the moon is not within a few days of be- 
ing full in a clear sky. We cannot afford the 
suggestion of poverty made by gas lamps on 
avenues leading to the Fair. 

Hence the matter should be taken up at 
once and put into going shape before the Al- 
dermen adjourn for the summer. The busi- 
ness is one thatis not only important, but can 
be attended to without much trouble either 
from lack of funds or otherwise. It is under- 
stood the extension would have been well un- 
der way. by this time but for the striking of a 
snag which is mostly technical and therefore 
can easily be removed. The forces at the City 
Hall are organized for carrying out the work, 
and little more is required than to issue the 
order to go ahead in terms which do not ad- 
mit of uncertainty in the meaning. The com- 
mand should be given to proceed at once.

HORRIBLE CRUELTY OF A WITCH. 


A Hawallan Serceress Commits Three 
Fiendish Murders. 

San Francisco Examiner: Pulolo, a Hawaii- 
an sorceress, has been sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life for her participation in several 
murders on the Island of Lauaii, which were 
committed last February. Four men impli- 


‘cated with her were also convicted and sen- 


tenced to various terms of imprisonment. 
There are ten others yet to be tried. 

Ihe evidence showed Pulolo to be a woman 
of fiendish disposition. The horrible cruel- 
ties practiced by her in causing the death of 
her victims excited the population to such an 
extent that it was feared the prisoner would 
be treated violently. 

Pulolo claimed to have supernatural pow- 
ers and to be aided by a spirit called Klili- 
kina. One afternoon she ordered two of her 
soldiers to seize her husband while she beat 
him. After laying raw his flesh she gashed 
the soles of his feet with brogen bottles, so 
that he was unable to walk. Her brother 
Hoopi expressing a doubt as to the supernat- 
ural powers, at her command was seized and 
held by some of her gttendants while she

OFFERS A BOGUS HVE DOLLAR BILL. 


— — 


Arrest of Mrs. Annie Nassile on, Suspicion 
of Being an Agent for Countérteiters. 

Capt. Porter of the Secret Service has 
succeeded in having held tothe Federal grand 
jury a.woman who he believes has been 
acting as an agent of a gang of counterfeiters 
which has been circulating a bogus $ treasury 
note in large quantities. The woman is Mrs. 
Annie Nassile. wife of an Italian barber re- 
siding at No. 328 State street. 

Saturday afternoon Mrs. Nassile went into 
the dry goods and general notion store of 
Esher Goldstein, No. 489 Canal street, and 
purchased 21 cents worth of goods, offering i in 
payment one of the counterfeit bills. Numer- 
ous shopkeepers in the vicinity having been 
swindled by the bogus notes Goldstein was 
especially vigilant and seeing that the note 
was bad he caused the woman’s arrest. 

Mrs. Nassile could give no explanation 
as to where she got the bill and neither 
could she tell why she went away over on the 
West Side to make such asmal! purchase. 
She was released on bail to appear before 
“cota en sted Hoyne yesterday for prelim- 

hearing. Butshe failed to come, and 
ie usband sent word that his wife was so 
shocked by her arrest that she was ill ana 
could not appear. At Capt. Porter’s threat to 
bring her into court by force Mrs. Nassile 
was brought in short order and in good health. 
She told the same story of being ignorant of 
where she got the bill and was held to the 
Federal grand jury in $500 bail. 

The note offered Goldstein is a rather r 
lithographic imitation of the $5 United States 
note of „series A, and signed by J. N. 
Huston, Treasurer. The check number is 
94,455,760.27, but in many of the notes of un- 
doubtedly the same make the number is 
different. The scroll work and fine engraving 
on the edges are defective. The paper is also 
thicker than the geuuine, but as a whole the 
bill would be accepted by many without ques- 
tion. Capt. Porter believes the notes are 
made in a distant part of the country and sent 
to Italian confederates in this and other Vities 
to be put in circulation.
